Other Important Information About Our School
State Contest Results: The students at Natcher continue to excel in all areas of competition. Our
Student Technology Leadership Team won the regional showcase and also individual awards at the
state competition. Our Academic Team won individual assessment exams at district and regional
competitions. Students are also represented in various art exhibits at state and local art contests. Our
competitive jump rope team, the Jumpin’ Jaguars, have won both regional and national titles.
Extracurricular Activities: Extracurricular activities offered at Natcher include: Student Council,
Academic Teams, Jump Rope Team, Leadership Team, Student Technology Leadership Program, 4H
Club, 6th grade Band classes, Strings, Choir, art enrichment, Yahtzee Club, safety patrol, FMD Peer
Tutors, and Library Helpers. Various athletic activities are offered by our Warren County Parks and
Recreation Department to provide additional opportunities for students.
Awards & Recognitions: CATS Reward School, NCLB 100% School, fully accredited by the
Southern Association of Colleges and Schools, Target Literacy grant, local and regional winning
academic and Student Technology Leadership teams, and award winning nationally competitive Jump
Rope team- The Jumpin Jaguars.
What We are Doing to Improve: Teams revise curriculum maps and analyze data to ensure
continuous progress. Teacher learning clubs provide research based job embedded professional
development. Pre and post assessments are used to determine flexible groups. Extended school
services is utilized to offer extra support for targeted students. Our special education population is
being offered direct instruction using the Reading Mastery and Corrective Reading programs and
Number Worlds math program.

About Our School: The mission of Natcher
Elementary School is to ensure a safe, caring
environment for life-long learners to succeed. Natcher
Elementary serves preschool through sixth grade and is
the Warren County School District center for children
with hearing impairment. Natcher is known for having
students who excel academically and a caring, nurturing
staff who are dedicated to providing a safe learning
environment for all students. Staff members work in
learning clubs to develop and refine instructional
strategies to meet the needs of our entire school
population. Teachers are using both formal and
informal data to drive their decisions. We have a very
active Parent Teacher Organization and family
volunteer program, which provide valuable support for
our students and staff. Natcher Elementary provides a
learning atmosphere where every child can make
continuous progress.

How Our School Ensures Educational
Equity: Natcher Elementary staff has analyzed
achievement data and developed a plan to address
learning gaps among different groups of students. We
have a certified teacher and a teacher assistant working
with our Limited English Proficiency population on a
daily basis. We also provide gifted education resource
classes for those identified in academic areas, including
leadership. Extended school services, including a daytime
waiver program, are designed to assist students needing
additional time to successfully reach learning objectives.
We also provide a strong preschool curriculum, hearing
impaired program, and a full time Family Resource
Coordinator to provide support for students and their
families. A positive instructional discipline team is
addressing the needs of all students by using a positive
approach with children to set consistent school-wide
expectations for students that are fair and equitable for all
to be able to learn.

Kentucky uses the Commonwealth Accountability Testing System(CATS) to
hold schools accountable for student progress. CATS has three parts: the
Kentucky Core Content Tests, readiness tests by grade level, and other
measures of the school’s performance,

including attendance, retention and dropout rates. Together these three
elements make up a school’s CATS Performance Score for every two-year
period. The goal is that by 2014 nearly all students will score proficient or
distinguished.

Kentucky Core
Content Tests:
Kentucky’s tests rate student
performance using four
categories: Novice,
Apprentice, Proficient, and
Distinguished. These
categories translate into a
scale of 0-140, with 100
being considered proficient.
(The state goal for all
schools is 100 by the year
2014.) This chart compares
our school’s performance
with all the schools in our
district and all the schools in
Kentucky.

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NRT/Readiness Assessment: The national norm
referenced tests used in Kentucky measure the basic skills of
our students in reading and mathematics while allowing us to
compare their performance with national benchmarks. These
scores are reported in percentiles. A percentile shows the
percentage of students who fell below a particular score on the
test. For example, a percentile of 60 would show that the
average student in our school scored equal to or better than 60
percent of all students who took the test. An average score
nationally is 50%ile.
